General Balbo Leads Squad­ 
ron Of 21 Seaplanes Safely 
Into Reykjavik. 


Reykjavik. Iceland, July b (APL— 
The Italian aerial fleet arrived in 
perfect order late W ednesday from 
Londonderry, N orthern Ireland, the 
tw enty-four seaplanes coming down 
faultlessly at the flying port of Vat- 
nagardar, near R eykjavik, amidst 
the cheers of onlookers and the 
tooting of sirens of m any ships in 
the harbor.

was the first to alight a t 5 p. rn. lo­ 
cal time (I p. rn. E. S.T.), and by 
5:30 p. rn. all were safely at their 
anchorages.
